When Western flappers decided: to 
“bob” their hair and look smart, 
they could not have devised a better 
_ means to affect tho hairnet industry 
. jn Ohina but this is, of course, a fact, 

as native manufacturors have ‘learnt 

to their sorrow. And in the United 
. Btates, dealers in hsirncta have apent 

thousands of dollara in conducting a 

propaganda, either by meane , of 

special articles, or’ by advertising, for 
the abolition of ‘such unwomanly 
things a8 “bobbing” tho hair. 

Very little was known of the hairnet 
industry in Chins until recent yeara 
whea it assumed sv abnormal “ big 

+ pess’? Tho industry wos first started 
in Shantang by the Germans, who 
realized the enormous possiblities of 
cheap Inbour and the quantity of 
homan bair available in this country 
during tho days of the Manchus, It 
has been said that tho source of eupply 
of hairnete made.in Shautung waa 
kept o secret until o London buyer 
accidentally discovered in a package 
of bairneta acme Chinese characters. 
Once tho source of supply became 
known, competition became very keen, 
Gorman firme that had started the 
business, add had hitherto dominated 
it ‘exclusively, began to find foreign 
competitors who eent their reprosents- 
tives out to China to engage in tho 
same industry. : 

Teingtao, and after the world-war. 
Chefoo, became the principal ports of. 
export for hairncts, in the latter port, 
thousands of workmon were econ daily 
attending to their work, Obines: 
female servants, who formerly could 
be employed at from.ewo to three 
dollars per month,’ would not now do 
hovsehold. work, which in Chinose 
homes laste from early morn until late 
at night, as they could easily eara 
from $12 to $15 a month for making 
hairnete, and work -a few numbor 
of hours, When the induetry was io 
ita’ prosperous daye, it is cetimated 
thot'some thirty million dollars’ worth 
of hairneta were exported annually 
from various points in Obina, chiefly 
from Chefoo, Tsingtao, Tientein and 
Bhanghai. * . 

“The industry wos threatoned | at 
various times by reckless handling on 
the part of oxportere, by bad legisla 
tion on tho, part of the Ohinese 
Government, and by careless packing. 
The trade requires 90 por cent. of 
perfect neta upon arrival at destina- 
tion. In 1920-1922, the demand io 
the United States was so great that 
exporters shipped over enormous 
quantities whick turned out to "be 
defective upon ariival, with bat 40 
to 45 por cant. of perfect nets, with 
the result that large eums of money 
were lost and huge quantities of the 
note being thrqwn on the market. 

For sometime the “bobbing” of the 
hair of-girls in America has helped to 
depress the business, and the trade in 
America is said to have spent thous- 
ands of dollars in propaganda work 
in order“to retain the buciness’ by 
urging women not to indulge in euch 
follishness os ‘‘ bobbing” of hair. Jf 
they succeed in arresting this -* bob- 
biog” craze on the part of American 


women, they will help considerably in | }
